Even wben 
in a very low and weak stale, he had his shorthand clerk to his private 
house, and summon ej enough strength to give instructions, in order 
ihat the work ms'Kbt go on. He had had every opiiorluniiy of enjoying 
the pleasures of this world. German, French and Italian, he s|>oke very 
fluen'ly, and he. of course, knew latin and Greek well. There can be 
no doubt that lie had all tlie qualities for a distinguished career. But 
he chose rather to give up hia life to the War and none of us had 
realised, alas! bow he was overtaxing his strength till it was too late.

SUBSTANCE OP AN ADDRESS BY THE REV. JAMES CAUGHEY. 
"And put no -a'ifference between us and them", purifying their hearts by 
faith."— Acts xv. 9. 
ES8ED arc the pure In 

henrt, for they shall 

■see God," Jesus says. 

And Peter saya "Put 

no difference between 
uij and them, purlyflng their hearts 
by falth.^ The distinction between 
these two statements Is this: Jesus 
tells you the blessedness of such a 
State, and Peter tells you how you 
may obtain It. 

Why does God purify the heart by 
faith? The fact that God has said 
that He purifies the heart by faith 
ought to satisfy us that there are 
the very best of reasons for such a 
course; but this is not the only 
reason. 

Man was ruined by believing the 
devil, and God has determined thai 
he shall bo smved by believing In 
Him. Unhellef corrupts a man, 
damns him, links hitn to the devil, 
and plunges him Into the depths of 
hell. Faith, on the contrary, ele- 
vaU:ii him, piiiiiioii iiiiii, buved him, 
links him to God, places him on the 
everlasting throne, and makes etern- 
al sunshine to settle on his head. 

Worth Living and Dying For. 

The doctrine of justification by 
faith Is the slnry nf Christianity, 
and is as old ns crention, for, on the 
very day that man fell, God intro- 
duced the new system of salvation. 
And the very first liiimau spirit that 
entered Heaven went there a martyr 
for the doctrine, foi Abel, jiluiis, 
meek and humble, looking through 
tho blood of the lamb lie was sacri- 
ficing, on lu God's IjUiiiIj, bearing 
away the world's guilt, believed and 
was Justified. 

Hold fast this doctrine; talk uboul 
It to your children, as you ell around 
the heurths of your homes; tell It 
to your neighbours as you walk by 
the vay, and mingle with them in 
your daily calling; preach it, live 
it, nnd, If necessary, die for li. it 
will be the salvation of your koiiI, 
of your family, of your country, of 
the world." 

Faith secures nil the glory to God. 

If God, ut (he time the Israelites 
were perlsliiiiK ol thirst, lind given 
Moses a great, sledge-hammer, and 
ho had gone to that rock, pulled off 
his coat, and commenced work, the 
people would liutc snid, "See, what 
arms, what muscle he baa! There's 
power, there's strength! lie knows 
tlio fissures o( the rock. Ah: he 
knowti where to utrlke. He lias 
saved the people. Glory be to 
Mobcb'!" 

But ;:ur«)y nobody looking nt. that 
Insignificant rod would say,' "Glory 
he to Moses," but "Glory he to God." 
So it- Is In the doctrine of salvation 
hy faith— It secures all the glory to 
Cod. The poor, irombllug, agitated 
penitent at the foot of Calvary, when 
bin glillt la washed away, when his 
troubled spirit la hushed into a 
calm; when ihu fearful storm of 
wrath lias passed and the sunshine 
of heavenly grace opens upon bis 
soul; when that memorable sentence 
of Jestis, "It Is ilnlghed," comes ruali- 
Ing on his car, borne down on the 
wings of the eighteen centuries- 
he listens to It, believes It, and is 
saved by it. Then he cries, "Glory 
ba to Cod!" The seraphim, the 
cherubim, the archangels, Join in the 



chorus and the glory is secured to 
God. 

Faith's Limitless Possibilities. 

What is faith? Faith is a divine 
conviction of the realities of eternity; 
a mental discernment of tbe Invis- 
ible things of which the Bible 
speaks; an eye looking back, and 
.seeing In thecentre of the world's 
history on the summit of Calvary, 
the Son of God dying, for man; an 
eye that looks up and sees the ever- 
lasting God upon the throne of the 
universe, governing all that is; sees 
heaven with all its glory, hell with 
all Its agonies. Its horrors, Its bound- 
less woes. Indeed, faith is said io 
be tbe substance of things hoped 
for; not exactly the things them- 
selves, but the euhstance of tbem 
which the long arm of faith can 
reach even across the ocean of 
time. 

The soul never makes a journey 
lo ijeaven without bringing izel: 
some choice things for each of the 
spiritual senses. To tbe sight it pic- 
tures on tbe mental eye the great 
City of God, with its golden streets, 
Its gates of pearl, the great white 
throne, and robes and ranks of the 
heavenly host, the river of lire, the 
visions of indescribable magnifi- 
cence. To tbe ear it brings the 
melody of the golden harps, tbe 
strain of ange! anthems. In short 
it creates a beaven for every sense, 
and sets ine whole laaiii.i *>f tlic-in 
longing for it, and then feeds tbem 
with tbe substance of things hoped 
for. 

Yet this is not saving faith. Sav- 
ing faith Includes assent— an assent 
to such 'ruths as "He died for our 
fins, and rose again for our justifi- 
cation"— and trust— not "i (rust I 
shall bo saved some time, to-morrow, 
next year, on a dying bed.'" but a 
trusi in liie merits of Christ for a 
present salvation — an enlightened, 
hearty, bold trust in Christ, just now. 
pxelalming Willi ronfid^nif- vvi'ii 
the eye fixe,] on the dyim; Saviour. 
"Lord, Thou eansi. Thou will. Thou 
dost save." 

■'What then," asks a jieniu-nl sin- 
ncr, "must I believe, it) order to ob- 
tain a pardon?" Yo;i have ii in 
these words "He is the propitiation 
for our sins and not for ours only. 
but for the air.s of !!ie whole world." 
Thai is lo say. He covered ibeni. 
suffered for them, bore tbem. And 
one thing is as clear as light— if He 
here them, suffered fnr Sheui. died 
for then, you need no) do so. 

"But, did 11" suffer enough?" or. 
in oilier words, 'Was Ibc-atoneraeni 
complete?" 

I answer, this sacrifice was so 
complete that il eatiuot be mended. 
it was a more complete satisfaction 
thai you could have made, if you hmd 
suffered in hell for a whole eternity. 
Yes, If ail the angels were lu conns 
down from heaven and cover Ihe 
I11II of Calvary wilii crosses, am! 
each one was lo die as a sacrifice 
for our sins, they could arei &d& cue 
whi! to the completeness ©f U«* 
atonement Christ fflade ^iien He 
bowed Ilia head and died! Y<m fiaaisaoi 
understand it, believe It, trust in 5i, 
and not be saved.

George confessed herself greatly Im- 
pressed with all she saw. The dem- 
onstration Itseir she said, was most 
effective from -The Army's own point 
of view, givlug a wonderfully vivid 
picture of the scope and value of the 
work bclug done.

I may be asked, "Js !t not likely that It will 
actually keep men down by enabling them to lire wltU 
greater ease in their degraded slate? In sliort, are you not 
pauperfsing and degrading, In place of helping? 

I/et me answer these questions with perfect frankness. No one pro- 
fesses—least of all General Booth and his lieutenants— that the problem 
of (he loafer will be solved by cheap lodgings or free meals, • But "What 
is claimed la that the cheap lodgings give poor men, who otherwise, of 
necessity, would be amid degrading surroundings, clean and uplifting 
homes, where the whole atmosphere helps to restore their sense of self' 
respect, to arouse their manhood and to raise their lives. The men 
who slays in a. Salvation Army Metropolo has not come down to the 
common lodging-house because of the conveniences there provided; but 
he does find there accommodation better than h e could obtain elsewhere 
foil the same money, and a moral atmosphere that In large numbers 
of cases stimulates him so that he works out of the common lodging- 
bouse class. 

Again, so far as the midnight meals are concerned, no one doubta 
but that a proportion cl the men there are wastrels, reduced and kept 
down through their own rault, Hut very many are not, aud any at- 
tempt to differentiate between the two, at that stage, would unquestion- 
ably shut out the very man The Army wants to reach and to Help. A 
great deal too much has been made of the pauperising effect of this 
midnight soup and a seat for half an hour In a warm room in the nmall 
hours of the morning. Even the undeserving who come there are sure- 
ly miserable and unhappy enough—homeless and foodless on a winter 
night In London— for us to be willing to give tbcnv that modicum or 
aid, I am aware that a Cabinet Minister once boasted fn Parliament 
that he bad joined this hunger line and obtained his bread and BOtip. I 
only hope he had the grace to send payment for them afterwards. 
What test would the critics impose? Common-sense would seem to 
Huiii^HL that the mere fact of a man being out all night in bad weather 
shows that he has nowhere to so. 

I would reply to these doubters In the language or an editorial 
wr-'ter in "The Times." 

"Firm believer in political economy as 1 am . . .1 cannot deny 
that the work which is being done Is distinctly good. The pauperising 
tendency of n hrm-i of soup and a hunch or bread between two and four 
In the morning, cannot be very strong, and He must be a bold man and 
a stern, who holds that It is absolutely wrong to feed the hungry and 
the starving, Certain it is, at. any rate, that they cannot be restored to 
the position of useful citizens unless they ni e first feu." ^
